Teens, violence and media 


Are teens influenced by sexu- 
al and violent content in the 
media? Are _ impressionable 
youths acting on messages they 
absorb while watching movies 
such as 8MM, or television 
shows such as Dawson’s Creek? 

These were the issues dis- 
cussed on Listen 99, a documen- 
tary filmed Wednesday, March 
10, at Andover High School, 
about how the media influence 
teenage behavior. 

Listen ’99, presented by 
Andover High TV _ production 
teacher Joe Spanos and teacher 
Harry Durso, was taped in the 
AHS TV studio with a crew of 
students from TV _ production 
classes. The documentary 
included an opening segment of 
various clips from different vio- 
lent films, including Natural 
Born Killers, Scream and Good- 
fellas. Other provocative scenes 
shown during the taping were 
from the TV show Dawson’s 
Creek, and shots of AHS students 
speaking their minds about how 
the media influence themselves 
and others. 

However, the majority of Lis- 
ten ’99 consisted of an interview 
conducted by AHS senior Emily 
Riemer. Guests included Essex 


County District Attorney Kevin 
M. Burke, an advocate of media 
literacy who created the Flash- 
point Program; Herbert Jessup, 
an award-winning producer and 
teacher at Boston University’s 
School of Communication; Lau- 
ren Beckham Falcone, teen 
reporter for the Boston Herald; 
Peggy Cain, a guidance coun- 
selor at AHS; and Steven Cooper, 
anchor and reporter at WMUR- 
TV, Channel 9 News. 

Students said the questions 
raised by Listen ’99 have no easy 
answers, since it is obviously dif- 
ficult to determine whether cer- 
tain crimes or acts committed by 
teens are the results of the 
media’s influence or other fac- 
tors. 

An example of such crimes is 
the Hedgehog Park murder case, 
in which the teens who commit- 
ted the murders were thought to 
have been influenced by the 
movie Scream. 

The goal of Listen ’99 provides 
was to prompt teens to think 
more about the influence the 
media may have on them. 

Listen ’99 will be aired on 
Channel 22 tomorrow, Friday, 
March 19, at 8:30 p.m.

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Center fights to preserve funding for hand

The key phrase is “natural environ- 
ment” — a term that sounds pleasant 
enough, even when applied to handi- 
capped children. What could be better 
than to place them in a “natural envi- 
ronment”? 

But the federal government's defin- 
ition of that phrase has the staff at the 
Professional Center for the Handi- 
capped in Andover, along with the 
parents of some of the children served 
by the center, in a major uproar, con- 
tending that it will eliminate the Cen- 
ter’s Developmental Day program, 
which serves the most severely handi- 
capped young children in the region. 

“This is a crisis,” says Very] Ander- 
son, exective co-dirctor of the Center. 
“Parents are crushed and very con- 
cerned.” 

As of Monday, the crisis was at 
least postponed for six months. The 
changes that were going to be imposed 
Dec. 31 will now be delayed until June 
2000, according to Mark Lecesse, 
spokesman for the state Department of 
Public Health, which administers the 
funds for the program. 

He said the decision was made by 
Public Health Commissioner Dr. 
Howard Koh, of Andover, and Ron

Benham, director of Early Interven- 
tion Services for DPH. 

But the issue remains — a philoso- 
phy that handicapped children should 
not be isolated from their able-bodied 
peers. It is already in place in the pub- 
lic schools, and is now being applied to 
children from birth to age 3, when 
they become eligible for special needs 
services from schools. 

Based on 1997 amendments to the 
federal Individuals with Disabilities 
Education Act, the center was 
informed that its $111,000 in funding 
would be cut to about $50,000, and that 
the children in the Developmental 
Day program should be shifted into a 
more mainstream environment. 

But State Sen. Sue Tucker, a former 
board member of the center, Says 
these children will sink in this main- 
stream. After hearing from parents 
and staff at a meeting last Friday 
morning, she called it “a case of 
bureaucracy run amok.” 

Lecesse says the impending change 
will not take services away from such 
children, but simply provide them in a 
different setting. 

“Children are to be educated to the 
‘Maximum extent appropriate’ to the 
needs of the child in a ‘natural envi- 
ronment,”” he says. “And the 
government has said that a 
natural environment means 
One that is ‘natural and nor- 
mal for the child’s age peers 
who do not have disabilities.”” 

Lecesse notes that the law 
has already mandated such 
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“inclusion” for older ie 
children. “And now, 
they’re (the feds) 
basically saying that 
philosophy — should 
begin at birth.” 

Perhaps the con- 
cept sounds good, 
Anderson says, but 
as a practical reali- 
ty, it doesn’t work. 
For these children 
to be with other tod- 
dlers who are not 
disabled would be 
“very difficult,” she 
Says, because they 
could be in danger 
of having feeding or 
breathing 
yanked out by 
another child who is 
simply curious. 

“These are very 
fragile children, and 
able-bodied toddlers are very curi- 
ous,” she says, adding that the chil- 
dren in this program use “adaptive” 
toys, and have special seating and 
other equipment to allow them to sit 
or stand. 

In short, these children are far too 
handicapped, she says, to be integrat- 
ed into a setting with able-bodied chil- 
dren. And if the funding of $111,000 for 
the program is withdrawn, she Says, 
the only option will be for the children 
to spend that time at home, where par- 
ents are already stressed out caring 
for them. 
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tubes A mother’s love — Jeannette Barros, shown with her 
son, Jack, who suffers from a rare ailment called 
bioschizencephaly, and needs care 24 hours a day. He 
is one of the children served in a program at the Pro- 
fessional Center for the Handicapped that is due to be 
eliminated by the federal government. 


“Parents get about 20 hours a week of 
respite,” she says. “Some of them work, but 
some of them just have to sleep because these 
kids have to be tended all night long. These are 
very, very needy children and families.” 

The center, one of four in the state, serves 27 
children from the region. 

Tucker also says she can’t believe such a 
small amount of funding is in jeopardy over 
the definition of “natural environment.” 

“This is what we spend on a traffic light,” 
she says. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold agrees, saying he 
is “outraged” at the prospect of funding being 
withdrawn, adding that “we're going to do 
everything we can to see that this doesn’t hap- 
pen. 

Lecesse insists that this is not a case of ser- 
vices being withdrawn, but simply redeployed. 

He says the new, amended law means that 
the condition of each child in a program like 
this will have to be reviewed, and if it is found

The impending acquisition of BankBoston 
Corp. by Fleet Financial Group was clearly 
the biggest banking news in New England this 
week. 

The numbers alone are staggering. The two 
corporations are worth nearly $180 billion.

“Some people like a very large, sophisticat- 
ed bank with cutting-edge electronic technolo- 
gy and a very wide geographic reach,” says 
Len Wilson, chairman and CEO of First Essex 
Bank, which has nearly a dozen branches 
throughout the Merrimack Valley, including 
two in Andover. 

“But there are others who like the commu- 
nity bank delivery system, where (the staff) 
keeps closer touch with the client. The com- 
munity bank has a better ability to meet the 
needs of the commu- 
nity, because every- 
body, including top 
management, lives 
there.” 

Gerald Mulligan, 
president of Andover 
Bank, agrees. “It will 
change the world mar- 
ginally,” he — says. 
“You had two banks 
that were worth about 
$75 billion and $100 
billion. Now you have

that the child cannot 
“thrive and grow” in 
the so-called natural 
environment, then he 
or she can stay in a 
segregated program.

Mulligan and other local bankers say the 
merger may create marketing opportunities 
for smaller banks. 

« “Whenever there are mergers, there are 
some customers who are disturbed by that 
process,” he says, “and that makes our brand 
of personal service more marketable.” 

Indeed, Ralph Benson, vice president and 
marketing officer for The Savings Bank, 
which is based in Wakefield but has a branch 
in Andover, says mergers offer more chances 
for community banks to catch the “spillover” 
business.

That doesn’t mean local banks don’t favor 
growth.

Another advantage for smaller banks may 
be that the employee pool is expected to 
expand.

The not-so-good news is that there is 


not enough competition for elective 
offices in next week’s election. The 
incumbents for both School Committee 


and Housing Authority are running 
unopposed. 


It’s not that this portends some kind of it 


disaster for the town. By all accounts, 
both incumbents are qualified, dedicated 
public servants, who have served well 
and will continue to serve well. 

It’s just that it isn’t that good for democ- 
racy, because competition makes every- 
body better, and the more candidates 
there are for an office, the more people 
tend to get involved in the process. 

The attendance at candidate forums 
over the past couple of weeks is evidence 
enough that a lack of competition breeds 
apathy. So this election cycle should moti- 
vate those who have the time and inclina- 
tion to run for office. Do it next time. 

The better news is that where there is 
competition, there are also good candi- 
dates. For selectman, incumbent Bill 
Downs and challengers Mary French and 
Tom Collins have conducted campaigns 
that were perhaps a bit quiet, but civil 
and professional as well. 

All three have the town’s interests at 
heart, and while they would bring differ- 
ent styles to the board and differ on some 
issues, there is not a major philosophical 
divide here. 

The same is true of the contest for mod- 
erator, which pits perennial challenger 
John Doyle against long-time incumbent 
Jim Doherty. 

So this is not meant to suggest to any- 
one how to vote, but simply to plead that 
you do vote. More than that, get a couple 
of friends to vote as well. 

As they say, democracy is not a specta- 
tor sport. Don’t let it become one here. 


A kinder bureaucracy 


There is good news on another front 
this week. The Professional Center for the 
Handicapped, an Andover-based regional 
center serving handicapped children, got 
a reprieve from the state Department of 
Public Health, delaying an order that the 
center staff and many parents fear would 
kill a program that is desperately needed. 

The feds say it is time to bring handi- 
capped toddlers into settings where they 
can interact with able-bodies peers. The 
center staff says this is a population for 
whom that simply won’t work.

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Preserve property 
values proudly 


Editor, Townsman: 

Dear Andover, Dracut. Methuen, and Lawrence 
citizens, 

Hopefully, by now most of you are aware that Dra- 
cut is reviewing a proposal for a 750-megawatt power 
plant. Dracut is the host town, but this proposed plant 
is situated at the Methuen town line and is directly 
across the Merrimack River from Andover. 

Many in Dracut believe that this is a potential cash 
cow for the town and that the negative impacts in Dra- 
Cut are few and worth the money they hope to be paid 
by the power company. There are however. a growing 
number of Dracut people who are concerned about 
the negative effects and are opposed to this plant. 

I can irhagine how the people from east side of Dra- 
cut feel about more pollution and noise, in addition to 
what they have been enduring for years from the 
Brox plant. 

Some people who are in favor of this power plant 
seem to think that people in Andover “only care 
about property values.” Since when is it a crime to 
care about our property values? Dracut, Methuen. 
and Andover citizens would be getting many nega- 
tive impacts, such as noise and air pollution, and yes, 
one of my many concerns is loss in property values. 
Most people have worked very hard to buy homes in 
_ the region, and why shouldn’t we care about their 
value? 

If we don’t care about the value of our homes, who 
will? I can tell you who doesn’t care, the energy com- 
panies who build these power plants. 

I also care about public health, aesthetics, environ- 
ment, noise, (these all affect property value) but I also 
care about what is, in most people’s lifetime, their 
Single largest asset — their homes. If you were 
robbed of $40, you would feel Violated; if someone 
broke into your home and took your possessions, you 
would feel worse and terribly upset at the very least. 
How would you feel if someone or some entity took 
$40,000 from you? I would feel about a thousand times 
worse. 

Well that is distinct possibility, since a power 
plant such as the one proposed would likely lower 
your property value by at least 10 percent. This 
power plant is gigantic — one of the largest east of the 
Mississippi, and will dump tons of pollutants over 
Andover, Methuen and Lawrence (which has the 
highest child asthma rate in the State). I wonder if 
that would hurt my property value?

Be informed on 
senior center 


Editor, Townsman: 

On April 26 at Town Meeting, 
Article 18 on the Warrant asks the 
town to authorize the execution of a 
lease with Phillips Academy for a 
building known as Will Hall, located 
at 583 Phillips St. for use as a senior 
center, 

Many sites have been evaluated 
for locating the new senior center. 
After years of study, and for many 
reasons, Will Hall has been selected 
as the preferred site of various com- 
mittees and groups in town. 

Opposition to this site has been 
most publicly been raised by some 
Selectmen, who prefer that the new 
senior center be built on town- 
owned land, specifically behind the 
West Fire Station. 

To understand the opposing 
points of view, voters are encour- 
aged to gain perspective on the sites 
by being familiar with both loca. 
tions prior to Town Meeting. Direc- 
tions to Will Hall from the Town 
Offices (0.9m) are to follow Chestnut 
Street to Main Street to Phillips 
Street, opposite the main campus of 
Phillips Academy. Turn right on 
Phillips Street for one-quarter mile 
to #53 on the right — a white three 
Story building. 

Initial development plans would 
renovate the front building, remove 
the rear annex, and build a new 
addition in the rear of the site. 

Directions to West Fire Station 
from the Town Offices (4.2m) are to 
follow Chestnut Street to Brook 
Street to Shawsheen Road to High 
Plain Road to Greenwood Road to 
the intersection of Chandler Road. 

Initial development plans would 
site the building in what is now the 
wooded area behind the West Fire 
Station.

existing E.Z. Trans bus route. 

Site environment and neighbor- 
hood? The park-like Setting and 
quiet neighborhood give Will Hall 
top marks in this category. 

Character of existing structure? 
In early summer we will invite the 
public to an open house at Will Hall 
so that all may have an opportunity 
to view the beautiful classic interior 
spaces and visualize the completed 
structure with new landscaping, 
flower gardens, pathways and ade 
quate on-site parking. 

Cost of site acquisition? There 
will be no initial outlay of Capital to 
acquire the site. Will Hall will be 
available at the end of calendar year 
1999 for construction and remodel- 
ing on a lease basis of $1 per year for 
30 years and at one-half the market 
rate for the next 10 years. We cannot 
predict the evolution in the pro- 
grams and services that the center 
will offer in the year 2040, but 
Andover’s demographic projections 
Suggest that there may be underuti- 
lized educational facilities available 
at that time. Moreover, the Friends 
of the Andover Senior Center, Inc. 
have a continuing endowment pro- 
gram that is planned to accumulate 
substantial capital by 2040 in order 
to continue private construction 
finding for this component of the 
town’s facilities.

School board trims 
budget, approves 
Montessori school

School administrators 
took a crack at trimming the 
budget this week, and pre- 
sented a slightly smaller 
spending plan to the School 
Committee Tuesday. 

The first budget proposed 
for fiscal year 2000 weighed 
in at $36.6 million, and has 
Since been revised to $36.4 
million, Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Claudia Bach 
announced Tuesday. 

The total budget cut of 
$300,193 was enough to 
reduce the budget increase 
from 9.3 percent to 7 percent, 
Bach said. 

Administrators also 
revised how the increase 
from last year’s budget is 
calculated. The initial pro- 
posed budget of $36.6 million 
Was a 9.3 percent increase 
over the fiscal year 1999 bud- 
get. But since administrators 
trimmed the proposed bud- 
get for next year and sub- 
tracted mandatory special 
education costs, the increase 
is down to 7 percent. 

To trim the budget, 
salaries totaling more than 
$125,000 were eliminated, 
including a part-time special 
education assistant, a full- 
time technology assistant, a 
half-time health assistant 
and two full-time media 
assistants. 

The media assistants 
were to take over some cleri- 
cal duties of “media special- 
ists,” or positions that for- 
merly operated as_librari- 
ans. 

Education reform calls for 
media specialists to spend 
more time teaching students 
how to do research and use 
various materials in the 
media centers, rather than 
just stamp out books all day, 
Bach said. 

Committee member Skip 
Eccles suggested seeking out 
the help of seniors on the 
work for tax credit programs 
to help with library clerical 
work. 

The budget was _ also 
trimmed by $75,000 in staff 


development plans, which 
administrators will attempt 
to replace with grants, Bach 
said. 

They also adjusted esti- 
mated utility costs, based on 
$100,000 saved this year due 
to a mild winter, she said. 

Committee Chairman 
Eric Nadworny said there 
was no need for the commit- 
tee to approve the revised 
budget until next week’s 
budget workshop is held.

In other business, com- 
mittee members approved 
the operation of the Andover 
School of Montessori on 
Tuesday. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Marinel McGrath said she 
reviewed the school and its 
curriculum with Director 
Rich Abbe, and found that 
they teach all the same sub- 
jects the Andover schools 
teach. 

She recommended 
approval of the school’s 
operation, adding that the 
committee’s role under this 
law is to approve operation 
of the school, not its curricu- 
lum. 

The school has been in 
Andover since 1994, but 
never sought the approval 
required by state law. 

Superintendent Bach said 
no other private school in 
Andover has come before 
the committee for such a 
vote, probably because their 
existence predated the law. 

While the School Commit- 
tee has no jurisdiction over 
the curriculum of private 
schools, it is required by 
State truancy law to approve 
operation of private schools 
in town to ensure that 
Andover children who 
attend those schools aren’t 
truant, Bach said. 

Committee member Tim 
McCarron abstained from 
the vote. 

“I’m rather unimpressed 
that the head of school isn’t 
here to answer questions,” 
he said.

(Continued from page 
tics and civil engineering. 

“Spending money wisely” is one of 
Collins’ favorite themes, and, during the 
campaign, he’s discussed having depart- 
ment heads appear before the selectmen 
to support their budget requests. As an 
example of a way to prevent duplication, 
he’s suggested not adding an auditorium 
to a new school if the students can use an 
existing auditorium at another school. 

Downs, a 12-year incumbent, was born 
in Andover. He fought fires in Andover 
for 31 years and spent his last 10 years in 
the department as fire chief. 

He says he’s running on his record, 
which he believes shows — whether you 
agree with his views or not — that he 
always bases his decisions on research. 

French, another longtime resident, 
was also a director of Andover schools’ 
pupil personnel department and its $5 
million budget. She says her track record 
with Andover students shows she knows 
how to meet the needs and responsibili- 
ties of the town “with the leanest possible 
budget that can get the job done.” 

Following in the recent successful foot- 
steps of other Andover candidates, 
French also says town 
Officials, including the 
selectmen, need to 
“work together” and 
“build consensus.” 

“Differences in 
point of view, I think 
are a good thing,” she 
says. “(But) too often 
they remain just that, 
separate and _ individ- 
ual point of views.” 

Andover officials 
must look to the future 
as they make their 
decisions, says French.

She also supports a 30-year lease 
option that will allow seniors to turn 
Phillips Academy’s Williams Hall into a 
new senior center. After 30 years, Phillips 
can again take possession of the property. 

French says the idea that doing all 
these projects at once will inflict a high 
tax burden is inaccurate. The safety cen- 
ter and schools projects will be bonded 
and paid over several years, the senior 
center project will be funded through pri- 
vate fund-raising efforts (except for 
$500,000 from Town Meeting), and the 
bulk of the sewer projects will be paid 
through betterments, she says. 

French says if the town delays these 
projects, it will only pay more later. 

But French is undecided as to whether 
the town should pay for the safety center 
project with an Proposition 2» debt exclu- 
sion override. She calls for a “collabora- 
tive process.” 

Downs, however, has already made up 
his mind. He says if the town approves 
the safety center proposal, it should fund 
it with an override. Otherwise, the town 
will have little room for budget increases, 
and when the economy heads south 
“we're probably going to have layoffs or 
cutbacks later on,” he says.

As a town, Andover 
can afford to do all the 
proposed jobs, Downs 
says, “but I don’t know 
whether the actual tax- 
payer can afford all of 
these programs at one 
time.” 

Downs supports the 
sewer projects, but 
says the town should 
add onto the West 
Andover fire station 
before it embarks on 
the larger downtown 
safety center job. 

He also opposes the 
lease option for Will

The sewer projects should be priori- 
tized to provide sewers “to those neigh- 
borhoods with health hazards or high 
numbers of septic failures,” he says.

50 years ago 

Requests from the police and fire- 
men for shorter hours were granted 
Monday night when the town meet- 
ing decided that their work-week 
would be out.

Two established shops in Olde

In the case of Lori Becker, after 
winning a seat on the Board of Select- 
men last year, the former Andover 
Center Association chairman’s cam- 
paign this year is to change the name 
and expand the clothing line of her 
maternity shop, which has been called 
Mom & Me for the past three and a 
half years. 

The shop, which expanded from 
inside Olde Andover Village into the 
93 Main St. storefront last summer, 
will now be called Citrus, and cater to 
women of all ages, not just pregnant or 
nursing mothers.

Store that came up for sale, I was 
going to buy.” 

She didn’t exactly do that, but the 
next store that closed did happen to be 
a maternity shop.

vah, “the people come in for a consul- 
tation to decide what they’re looking 
for, from invitations to centerpieces to 
party favors. 

“Then I take on the decorating.

Because of all the new buildings in West Andover, Downs says 
there is a need for a larger station there. He adds that the West station 
addition will give downtown firefighters somewhere to go during the 
downtown construction project. 

But Fire Chief Harold Wright said after the meeting that the down- 
town area is where the town’s older buildings exist. The newer build- 
ings, with the latest sprinklers and fire alarms, are located in West 


“We're not ignoring West and Ballardvale. That’s another project 
and that’s another time frame,” says Wright. “The downtown area is 
the life safety hazard that scares the hell out of me.” 

“The mission we were given was to provide a safety center in the 
downtown area,” says Police Chief Brian Pattullo. “The need is there 
regardless of what happens out in Ballardvale or West Andover.” 

While Downs agrees there is a need for a new downtown center, he 
remains opposed to the current plan. 

“They keep coming in and trying to ram this ($12.9-million project) 
down my throat,” says Downs. 

Downs and Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski had a brief exchange 
Monday about how the Town Meeting articles are being presented. 

“What you're saying is, either do it with an exclusion or without an 
exclusion, everything else is incidental,” said Downs. 

“It comes down to what is the town manager’s recommendation. 
This is it,” responded Stapezynski. 

“In other words the rest of it is perfect. The rest of it is all set,” said 
Downs, who clearly does not agree. 

But Wright noted after the meeting, “We've been over this for a 
year. If someone had a problem why didn’t they bring it up six months 
ago or three months ago? We've done what the selectmen have asked 
us to do. It’s a little bit frustrating, to be honest with you. We try to do 
what they want and to do it ethically and professionally. 

“We're certainly not trying to butt heads with the selectmen and 
we're certainly not trying to ram anything down anyone’s throat,” he 


Becker says the town had done significant planning to make sure it 
has an appropriate project, and the next step is to choose how the pro- 
ject should be funded. Selectmen should not “stir up the pot,” she says. 

“The board is already split and, from what I’m hearing, the Finance 
Committee is in the same position,” says Becker. “I think we need to 
continue this with the Finance Committee.”
